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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  &  GENERAL  CHARACTER 

OF  AREA. 

The  Lichfield  Rural  District  is  composed,  geologically, 
of  three  V  shaped  areas  radiating  like  the  leaves  of  a  fan 
from  a  common  point  near  Rugeley.  The  Western  of  these 
sectors  is  all  high  ground,  rising  nearly  800  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  then  falling  away  in  undulating  country  south 
and  east  towards  the  Trent  Valley.  This  sector  contains 
the  Cannock  Chase  coal  measures  and  is  cut  off  abruptly 
in  the  east  by  a  fault  running  due  north  and  south.  The 
sub-soil  in  this  locality  is  mainly  peat,  a  relic  of  Cannock 
Forest.  The  central  sector  is  fair  agricultural  land  on 
sandstone  (with  a  few  islands  of  clay),  well  watered  by 
frequent  springs.  The  Eastern  sector  is  also  agricultural, 
on  marl  and  alluvium  deposited  by  the  river  Trent. 

The  coal  measures  and  their  fault  divide  the  Lichfield 
Rural  District  into  two  sharply  contrasted  types,  agricul¬ 
turists  in  the  east  and  miners  in  the  west. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  total  number  of  workers  in  the  Lichfield  Rural 
District  is  (according  to  the  1921  Census)  12,481,  of  which 
2,002  are  women  and  10,479  men.  Of  the  latter  a  full 
third  (33*8%)  are  miners,  and  19*3%  agricultural  workers. 
This  shows  the  economic  and  social  character  of  the 
District,  for  the  only  other  industries  employing  more  than 
'200  men  are  Building  (4*1%)  and  Metal  Working,  (3*5%). 
Occupational  diseases  in  this  district  are  negligible,  the 
numbers  engaged  in  dangerous  industries  being  too  few  to 
call  for  special  comment.

The  favourable  rate  recorded  in  1923  was  largely  due 
to  the  comparatively  few  number  of  deaths  from  Infectious 
and  Respiratory  Diseases.  This  year  the  mortality  from 
Infectious  Diseases  was  greater  than  usual,  as  10  deaths 
from  Measles,  1  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  2  from  Diphtheria 
were  recorded,  and  although  deaths  from  the  various 
Respiratory  diseases  were  again  below  the  average,  those 
from  Influenza  were  slightly  above  the  quinquennial  aver¬ 
age.  Among  the  other  classified  causes  of  death  which 
occurred  in  1925  Cancer  and  Heart  Disease  were  both 
above  the  average,  while  3  deaths  reported  from  Enceph¬ 
alitis  Lethargica  were  the  first  which  had  occurred  in  the 
quinquennial  period.  There  is  little  in  the  other  diseases 
calling  for  comment,  beyond  the  fact  that  Tubercular 
diseases  were  less  fatal  than  usual.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1000  births  for  1925  was  67  ‘61, 
whereas  in  1920  it  was  72*8.

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Throughout  the  quinquennial  period  under  review  the 
two  first  classified  diseases  given  above  have  together  been 
responsible  for  about  half  the  deaths.  In  the  area  in  which 
the  majority  of  these  cases  occurred,  an  Ante  Natal  Clinic 
has  been  established  which  should  exercise  a  beneficial 
influence  in  the  course  of  time. 

Diarrhoeal  and  respiratory  diseases  have  varied  only 
slightly,  but  fatal  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  diminish¬ 
ed  during  the  last  3  years. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY 
THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY 
OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

1.  Tuberculosis.  These  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council  and  none  are  situated  in  the  Lichfield  Rural  District. 

2.  Maternity.  By  arrangement  with  the  Committee 
of  the  Lichfield  Victoria  Cottage  Hospital,  Maternity  Cases 
are  admitted  at  the  expense  of  the  Lichfield  Rural  District 
Council.  This  has  proved  sufficient  to  meet  all  require¬ 
ments  up  to  the  present. 

3.  Children.  No  Hospital.  Cases  are  sent  to  the 
special  Hospitals  in  Birmingham  to  which  your  Council 
subscribes.  Orthopaedic  cases  are  sent  to  the  Clinic  at 
Lichfield. 

4.  Fever.  A  Hospital  at  Curborough  under  the  joint 
control  of  the  Lichfield  Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils. 
It  will  accommodate  21  Scarlet  Fever  Cases  and  8  Diph¬ 
theria. 

5.  Smallpox.  A  Hospital  also  under  the  joint  control 
of  the  above  two  Councils,  consisting  of  two  wards,  each 
containing  4  beds,  and  the  necessary  accommodation  for 
the  Staff. 

6.  Others.  Hammerwich  Cottage  Hospital  (16  beds), 
Yoxall  Cottage  Hospital  (6  beds)  within  the  district,  and 
Rugeley  Cottage  Hospital  and  Lichfield  Victoria  Cottage 
Hospital  (20  beds)  just  outside.  The  last  named  is  the 
only  one  to  which  your  Council  subscribes. 
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Ambulance  Facilities : — 

(a)  For  infectious  cases.  A  motor  ambulance  is 
now  provided. 

(b)  For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases.  No 
provision. 

There  are  no  institutions  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti¬ 
mate  infants  and  homeless  children  in  the  district. 


Isolation  Hospital.  This  has  not  undergone  any  radical 
alteration  since  the  last  quinquennial  report  and  still  consists 
of  three  buildings.  The  Scarlet  Fever  block  contains  4 
wards  capable  of  accommodating  21  children.  The  Diph¬ 
theria  block  has  3  wards  able  to  accommodate  8  children. 
As  regards  administration  both  these  blocks  are  self- 
contained.  The  third  block,  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  is 
situated  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  others  and 
consists  of  2  wards  with  4  beds  in  each,  together  with 
kitchen,  scullery,  laundry  and  nurses’  bedrooms. 

The  whole  Hospital  is  under  the  joint  control  of  the 
Lichfield  Urban  and  Rural  District  Council.  Normally  the 
Staff  consists  of  a  Matron,  one  trained  Nurse  and  ward 
maids,  supplemented  in  time  of  pressure  by  extra  trained 
assistance  obtained  from  outside  Nursing  Institutions. 
During  the  past  5  years  considerable  improvements  have 
been  effected  in  the  general  internal  arrangements  of  the 
Hospital.

During'  the  five  years  246  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  ad¬ 
mitted  and  92  Diphtheria,  of  which  2  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
died  and  6  Diphtheria. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  information 
on  this  subject  is  given  in  the  Superintendent  Health 
Visitor’s  Report. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries.

Clinics  are  provided  and  controlled  by  the  County  Council.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  This  is  entirely  voluntary  and  is  under¬ 

taken  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  whose 
operations  cover  practically  the  whole  of  the 
District. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases.  The  Health  Visitors  employ¬ 

ed  by  the  Rural  District  Council  undertake  the 
nursing  of  children  suffering  from  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  Measles,  Pneumonia,  Polio-Myelitis, 
and  Diarrhoea.  If  at  any  time  the  Staff  proves 
insufficient  to  carry  out  these  duties  additional 
trained  Nurses  are  engaged  temporarily.  This 
had  to  be  done  during  the  epidemic  of  Diphtheria 
in  1924.  For  adults  Nurses  have  been  provided 
during  severe  epidemics,  after  consultation  with 
the  General  Practitioners  concerned  and  this  course 
would  be  followed  in  the  future  should  the  necess¬ 
ity  arise.  This  was  not  required  during  the  year 
under  review. 
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Midwives.  None  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the 
Rural  District  Council.  , 

Chemical  Work  This  has  been  confined  to  the  exam¬ 
ination  of  samples  of  drinking  Water  by  the  County 
Analyst.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Public  Service  —This  is  obtained  chiefly  from  the 
South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co.,  and  to  a  lesser 
extent  from  the  Rugeley  Urban  District  Council.  The 
South  Staffs.  Waterworks  Co.  supply  the  Burntwood 
area,  Shenstone,  Little  Aston,  Streetly,  Whittington, 
Alrewas  and  Streethay,  and  while  the  service  in  the  above- 
mentioned  areas  has  been  extended,  no  fresh  district  has 
been  supplied  during  the  past  5  years. 

The  Rugeley  Urban  District  Council  water  is  purchased 
in  bulk  by  the  Rural  District  Council  and  distributed  in 
their  own  mains  to  portions  of  Armitage,  Brereton,  Slit¬ 
ting  Mills  and  Colton.  Here  again  the  extensions  have 
been  confined  to  the  areas  already  served.  The  supply 
from  both  these  sources  is  sufficient  in  quantity  and 
satisfactory  in  quality.  It  is  obtained  chiefly  from  deep 
borings  with  a  small  proportion  of  gathered  water.  The 
supply  is  constant  and  the  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent 
properties.  No  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contami¬ 
nation  has  been  necessary. 

Wells.  Yoxall,  the  smaller  villages  and  scattered 
dwellings  depend  upon  these  for  their  supply.  As  most 
of  them  are  shallow  wells,  the  liability  to  contamination  is 
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very  great,  and  a  number  of  samples  of  water  are  examined 
annually  both  by  myself  and  the  County  Analyst.  The 
results  of  these  examinations  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  pollution  of  these  is  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  the  Report  furnished  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  A  statement  of  the 
character  and  sufficiency  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
is  contained  in  the  Surveyor’s  Report. 

Chasetown,  Chase  Terrace,  Burntwood,  Triangle, 
Watling  Street,  Little  Aston,  Streetly,  Shenstone  and 
Streethay  possess  good  systems  of  sewage  disposal,  and 
in  these  places  a  complete  water  carriage  system  is  in  use, 
the  type  of  closet  being  almost  entirely  the  W.C.  with  a 
2  gallon  flush.  But  in  other  villages  where  the  disposal 
works  are  more  rudimentary  the  number  of  W.C’s  which 
can  be  installed  is  limited  by  the  capacity  of  these  works. 

In  scattered  areas  Privy  Middens  and  Pan  Closets  are 
the  rule. 

The  Bye-laws  require  occupiers  to  clean 

1.  Earth  closets  with  fixed  receptacles  at  least 

every  3  months. 

2.  Earth  closets  with  moveable  receptacles  at 

least  every  week. 

3.  Privies  with  fixed  receptacle  at  least  every 

week. 

4.  Privies  with  moveable  receptacle  at  least  every 

week. 

5.  Privies  with  ashpits  at  least  every  week. 


Public  Scavenging.  This  has  been  extended  consider¬ 
ably  since  it  was  commenced  in  1920,  the  original  areas 
having  been  enlarged  and  Brereton  and  Whittington 
added.  Further  particulars  are  given  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Eighteenth  Annual 
Report  dealing  with  the  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1925. 

Water.  The  District  is  supplied  in  parts  of  the  Parishes  of 
Brereton,  Colton  and  Armitage  by  the  Council,  who  purchase  the 
water  in  bulk  from  the  Rugeley  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Parishes  or  portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Burntwood,  Edial, 
Woodhouses,  Shenstone,  Little  Aston,  Alrewas,  Whittington,  Street- 
hay,  portions  of  Brereton  (viz.  : — -Etching  Hill,  Brindley  Heath, 
Brindley  Village  and  Hazel  Slade),  Longdon  and  Weeford  are 
supplied  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company. 

Extensions  of  Mains  have  taken  place  in  the  above-named 
Parishes,  viz.  : — 65  yards  of  12in. ,  981  yards  of  9in. ,  9  yards  of  5in. 
and  6in.,  7536  yards  of  4in. ,  3878  yards  of  3in.  and  40  yards  of  2in. 
pipes  for  houses  to  be  connected  up  to. 

The  other  Parishes  or  portions  of  Parishes  are  supplied  from 
Wells,  some  of  them  are  of  doubtful  quality. 

During  the  past  year  I  submitted  to  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  12  samples  of  water,  5  of  which  were  considered  quite  fit  for 
drinking  and  domestic  use. 

The  remaining  7  and  3  others  (10  in  all)  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst.  3  of  these,  which  were  for  new  houses,  were 
certified  as  fit  for  domestic  purposes. 

Samples  obtained  from  two  wells  in  the  Parish  of  Yoxall  (which 
had  been  cleansed  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Parish  Council) 
after  a  reasonable  time  had  elapsed,  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  who  condemned  both  samples. 

The  Reports  of  the  Analysts  were  forwarded  to  the  Parish 
Council  for  their  perusal,  yet  up  to  the  present  time  no  reply  has  been 
received. 

47  Occupation  Certificates  under  Public  Health  Water  Acts, 
1878,  for  new  houses  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Drainage.  In  the  Parishes  or  parts  of  the  Parishes,  viz.  : — Burnt- 
wood,  Chasetown,  Chase  Terrace,  Shenstone  (part),  Little  Aston, 
Hammerwich  (Triangle  and  Watling  Street),  Armitage  (part),  Alrewas 
(part),  Brereton  (Hazel  Slade  and  part  of  Brereton  Village),  Streethay 
and  Whittington,  Sewers  are  laid  discharging  direct  to  the  outfall 
works. 

Part  of  Armitage,  Alrewas,  King’s  Bromley,  Yoxall,  Colton  and 
H  amstall  Ridware,  have  small  isolated  schemes,  viz.  : — small  septic 
tanks.  The  other  portions  of  the  District  are  chiefly  drains  to  cess 
pools.  The  occupier,  under  the  Council’s  Bye  Laws,  is  responsible 
for  the  cleansing  of  same. 
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The  drains  from  private  houses  are  laid  direct  to  either  sewers  or 
cess  pools  as  the  case  may  be,  and  in  accordance  with  the  drainage 
section  of  the  Council’s  Bye  Laws  for  New  Buildings. 

Intercepting  Traps  are  fixed  near  the  boundary  line.  These  are 
not  to  exceed  the  diameter  of  the  drain  discharging  into  same  and 
to  have  a  cascade  of  not  less  than  2in. 

Closet  Accommodation.  In  the  semi  Urban  parts  of  the  District, 
viz.  :• — Shenstone,  Little  Aston,  Burntwood,  Chasetown  and  Chase 
Terrace,  over  90  per  cent,  of  the  houses  have  the  water  carriage 
system.  Also  parts  of  Hammerwich  and  Brereton  are  now  gradually 
being  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system.  Llazel  Slade,  where 
an  outfall  works  is  provided,  is  now  undergoing  conversion.  There 
are  about  144  houses  belonging  to  one  owner.  About  50  of  these 
have  been  remodelled  on  to  water  carriage  and  will  in  the  near  future 
be  a  complete  water  carriage  system. 

Brindley  Village.  About  40  houses  are  on  the  water  carriage 
system  connected  direct  to  outfall  works. 

Brindley  Heath.  As  soon  as  the  Drainage  system  is  satisfactory 
about  38  houses  will  be  converted  to  water  carriage  system. 

In  the  Parishes  where  there  are  sewers  but  no  proper  outfall 
works  the  conversion  is  not  recommended,  although  in  some  of  them 
the  Contractors  or  Builders  are  remodelling  existing  closets  with 
closets  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  work  of  conversion  from  Privy  Middens  or  Pail  Closets  to 
water  carriage  has  made  steady  progress,  and  has  been  attained 
without  the  Council  contributing  one  penny  towards  the  cost  of  same 

Scavenging.  In  1920  Public  Scavenging  was  adopted  in  Burnt- 
wood,  Edial,  Woodhouses,  Little  Aston,  and  a  Portion  of  Shenstone 
Parish.  Since  then  the  areas  have  been  extended  so  as  to  include 
Shenstone,  Part  of  Brereton  Parish  and  Whittington,  so  that  some 
2,500  houses  are  now  within  scavenging  areas. 

A  census  has  been  taken  in  the  Brereton  Parish  for  extension. 
This  will  take  place  next  year,  1926,  and  will  provide  for  about  95 
per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  this  parish. 

Ashes  and  Domestic  Refuse  are  removed  in  the  Burntwood, 
Shenstone,  Whittington  and  Brereton  Areas.  As  excrement  is  not 
allowed  at  the  tips  it  is  removed  and  used  for  manurial  purposes. 

Tips  are  provided  for  the  Contractors  in  the  Parishes  of  Burnt¬ 
wood,  Edial,  Woodhouses,  Brereton,  Shenstone  and  Whittington. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  Contractors  and  weekly  collections 
are  enforced.  Contractor’s  returns  for  the  year  1925  give  that  4,478 
loads  have  been  removed.  This  is  approximately  2  loads  per  house. 

No  record  is  kept  of  ashbins  but  steady  progress  has  been  made 
to  obtain  ashbins,  so  as  to  replace  the  foul  ashpits  in  existence.  I 
hope  in  the  near  future  to  have  a  full  record  of  all  closet  accommo¬ 
dation  and  ashpits. 

I  again  point  out  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  scavenging  areas 
to  be  increased  so  as  to  include  the  Parishes  of  Hammerwich,  Ogley 
Hay  Rural,  Wall,  Alrewas  and  Armitage.

Smoke  Abatement.  There  are  only  Mines,  Electric  Power  Station 
and  Pumping  Stations  in  your  district  from  which  smoke  may  be 
emitted  in  quantity.  During  the  year  I  have  not  perceived  any  ex¬ 
cessive  volume  which  called  for  action.  The  Chimney  at  the  Cannock 
Chase  Colliery  Company’s  Power  Station,  Chase  Terrace,  has  given 
great  satisfaction  this  year. 

Premises  and  Occupations.  The  Council  have  Bye  Laws  for 
Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses 
in  the  district  at  the  present  time. 


There  are  no  Underground  Sleeping  Places  in  the  district. 


There  are  no  Bye  Laws  for  Houses  let  in  lodgings,  Offensive 
Trades,  or  Lodging  and  Accommodation  for  Hop  Pickers  (this  not 
being  a  Hop  growing  district). 
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Inspection  of  Schools.  Periodically  visits  are  made  to  the 
Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  District. 

The  Schools  situate  at  Burntwood,  Chasetown,  Chase  Terrace 
(Boys,  Girls,  Infants),  Hammerwieh,  Wall,  Alrewas,  Brereton  Wes¬ 
leyan,  C.  E.  Schools,  C.E.  Boys  and  Infants,  Slitting-  Mill,  Shenstone, 
Stonnall,  Little  Aston,  Gentleshaw  and  Whitting-ton  are  supplied  by 
the  Council’s  or  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company’s  Water, 
the  remaining-  Schools,  viz.  : — Armitage,  King-’s  Bromley,  Colton, 
Elmhurst,  Chorley,  Elford,  Hill  Ridware,  Hamstall  Ridware,  Wee- 
ford  and  Yoxall  obtain  their  water  from  Wells  which  are  considered 
to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Closets  in  the  following-  Schools  are  on  the  Water  Carriage 
System — Burntwood,  Chasetown  (2),  Chase  Terrace  (3  schools), 
Hammerwieh,  Shenstone,  Little  Aston  and  Whitting-ton.  The 
remainder  are  either  of  the  pail  or  of  the  Privy  Midden  type,  as  there 
is  no  proper  sewage  system  in  these  areas.  The  Brereton  Schools 
are  now  under  Scavenging-  Contracts  and  will  be  cleansed  frequently. 

The  School  at  Elford  has  been  re-arrang-ed,  with  greater  im¬ 
provement  in  light  for  the  children  in  the  classes. 

The  Closet  accommodation  at  Wall  Schools  has  been  remodelled 
to  the  Pail  System,  which  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  Old  Privy 
Middens.  Also  the  South  Staffordshire  have  replaced  the  old  Well 
which  was  not  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes. 

Housing. 

1.  General  Housing  conditions  in  the  area. 

2.  (a)  There  is  a  shortage  of  houses  in  the  Parishes  of 
Burntwood,  Edial,  Woodhouses,  Hammerwieh,  Brereton,  Armitage 
and  Alrewas. 

(b)  Steady  progress  has  been  made  to  meet  this  shortage 
by  private  enterprise,  principally  by  persons  desirous  of  obtaining 
their  own  houses,  the  subsidy  being  a  great  asset  to  them. 

3.  No  important  changes  in  population  have  taken  place  in 
the  period  under  review. 

4.  Overcrowding.  No  action  has  been  taken  respecting  over¬ 
crowding,  which  will  in  all  probability  be  remedied  by  the  increase  of 
houses  being  built  under  the  State  Aid  Subsidy  Scheme. 

5.  Fitness  of  houses. 

1.  (a)  In  the  Parishes  of  Burntwood,  Edial,  Woodhouses, 
Hammerwieh  and  Shenstone  (including  Little  Aston),  which  are  semi- 
urban  in  character,  the  houses  are  of  a  fair  standard  type,  modern  in 
construction,  yet  owing  to  the  absence  of  Bye  Laws  and  Sewers 
(principally  in  the  Shenstone  Parish)  they  were  not  supervised  as  they 
would  have  been  under  Bye-Laws.  The  remaining  Parishes  have  a 
fair  standard  of  house  considering  they  are  Rural  in  character.  In 
some  of  the  Parishes  a  few  of  the  low  sleeping  room  type  are  still  to 
be  found. 

(b)  The  chief  defects  found  are  dampness,  no  damp  course,  or 
defective  eave  spouts,  rear  pavement,  wall  plaster  and  roofs,  insuffic- 
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ient  ventilation  and  fixed  type  of  windows. 

(2)  See  detailed  statistics. 

(3)  The  difficulty  found  in  remedying-  unfitness  has  been  the 
excessive  cost  of  time  and  material,  although  in  sorhe  cases  it  was 
pointed  out  to  the  owners  the  advantag-e  obtained  under  the  housing 
Acts  they  were  loath  to  avail  themselves  of  those  terms. 

(4)  Conditions  as  they  affect  Housing. 

(a)  Water  Supply. 

Owners  can  connect  to  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks 
Co’s  Mains  in  the  following"  Parishes  or  Parts  of  Parishes,  Alrewas 
(part),  Wall,  Whitting-ton,  Burntwood,  Edial  and  Wcodhouses, 
Brereton,  viz.  : — Etching-  Hill,  Brindley  Heath  Villag-e  and  Hazel 
Slade  ;  Hammerwich,  Shenstone  (including-  Little  Aston),  Streethay, 
Longdon  (part),  and  part  of  Packing-ton.  Brereton  Village  and  part 
of  Colton  and  Armitag-e  can  connect  with  Council’s  main. 

The  remaining-  Parishes  or  Parts  of  Parishes  obtain  their  supply 
from  Wells  which  in  some  instances  are  shallow,  therefore  very 
doubtful. 

(b)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Where  Sewers  exist  with  proper  outfall  works,  when  any 
defects  are  found  in  existing  Closet  Accommodation,  Water  Carriage 
system  is  enforced.  In  other  areas  remodelling  on  to  Pail  system  is 
recommended. 

(c)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Bye  Laws  are  in  force  throughout  the  Council’s  area  which 
compel  all  occupiers  to  remove  from  premises  all  Domestic  Refuse, 
except  in  Parishes  or  Parts  of  Parishes  where  Public  Scavenging  has 
been  adopted,  viz.  : — Burntwood,  Edial,  Woodhouses,  Shenstone 
(including  Little  Aston),  Whittington  and  part  of  Brereton. 

Tips  are  provided  in  Brereton,  Burntwood,  Chasetown,  Gentle- 
shaw  Common,  Shenstone,  Wood  End,  Whittington  and  Triangle,  for 
the  benefit  of  occupiers  and  contractors.

Slaughter  Houses. 

In  1920  there  were  10  Registered  and  10  Licensed  Slaughter 
Houses.  There  are  now  26  Slaughter  Houses  on  the  Register,  viz. — 
11  Registered  and  15  Licensed. 

The  occupiers  carry  out  the  limewashing  at  frequent  intervals,  in 
some  cases  more  often  than  required  by  the  Council’s  Bye  Laws. 
The  premises  in  most  cases  are  kept  fairly  clean. 

Since  the  Meat  Regulations  came  into  force,  viz. — 1st  April  last, 

I  have  examined  the  carcases  of  698  Beasts,  375  Calves,  1361  Sheep, 
and  686  Pigs,  and  recommended  that  5  carcases  of  402  lbs.  of  Beef, 
carcase  of  Veal,  carcase  and  3  lbs.  of  Mutton  and  12  lbs.  of  Pork  be 
condemned.  Also  the  following  offals  were  condemned,  63  Beasts’ 
Heads,  66  Beasts’  Tongues,  133  Beasts’  Livers,  part  of  63  Beasts’ 
Livers,  53  Sheeps’  Livers  and  25  Pigs’  Heads. 

I  have  found  the  inspection  of  meat  under  these  regulations  a 
very  heavy  task,  owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  your  District,  and 
the  time  allowed  for  the  removal  of  carcases  after  slaughter  in  a 
Rural  District  is  too  short. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Butchers  kill  in  the  evening  which 
has  meant  a  lot  of  night  work,  as  the  slaughtering  has  taken  place  on 
5  days  a  week,  only  occasionally  has  it  been  necessary  to  inspect  on 
Saturday  or  Sunday. 
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I  beg-  to  record  the  great  assistance  which  I  have  received  from 
the  Butchers  in  your  District  to  enable  me  to  carry  out  the  meat 
regulations,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking'  them  for  their 
co-operation  in  the  matter.  Over  90  per  cent  of  the  animals  slaugh¬ 
tered  have  been  inspected.  I  found  it  practically  impossible  to  see 
the  animals  before  slaughter  as  a  larg-e  amount  of  time  would  be 
wasted.  The  inspection  of  carcases  would  have  been  missed.  When 
the  Butchers  are  all  slaughtering-  at  the  same  time  it  takes  over  four 
hours  for  the  inspection  to  be  complete  1. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  170  Producers  and  55  Retailers  on  the  Register. 

Periodically  visits  are  made  to  the  premises  of  Producers  and 
Retailers,  where  milk  is  produced  or  sold.  Any  defects  located  have 
been  remedied  with  Verbal  Notices  being-  g-iven. 

(I.)  Special  Notice  has  been  taken  of  cows  when  I  have  been  able 
to  find  the  cows  inside  the  sheds,  but  nothing-  has  been  found  to 
warrant  a  report  being-  sent  to  the  Police  for  suspect  Tubercular. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  as  no  person  has  been 
notified  as  suffering-  from  the  disease. 

Notification  of  3  Cows  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  was 
received.  2  carcases  were  condemned  and  1  was  passed.  Certificate 
was  issued  as  required  by  the  order. 

(1)  No  complaint  has  been  made  as  to  the  condition  or  impurity, 
therefore  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  the  matter. 

(II.)  No  Licenses  under  this  heading-  have  been  granted. 

(III.)  No  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers  has 
taken  place  as  such  a  course  has  not  been  found  necessary. 

(IV.)  No  samples  were  taken  therefore  no  report. 

Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877  &  1884. 

During  the  year  22  boats  were  inspected.  Of  those  19  were  in 
conformity  with  the  Acts  and  Regulations.  On  the  remaining  3  Boats 
3  contraventions  were  located.  Notices  were  given  and  complied 
with. 

The  total  number  for  which  the  Boats  were  registered  was  70^. 
The  total  number  occupying  was  54,  viz.  :  21  Adult  Males,  24  Adult 
Females  and  18  Children. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  &  Milkshops. 

The  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Shops  where  milk  is  sold,  have  been 
visited  when  in  the  district.  When  neglect  of  limewashing  and 
cleansing  of  walls  has  been  found  Verbal  Notices  to  cleanse  and  lime 
wash  have  proved  sufficient  to  be  complied  with. 

Factory  &  Workshop  Act. 

The  Workshops  and  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  during  the 
year,  and  where  the  periodical  limewashings  had  not  been  carried 
out  Verbal  Notices  were  given.  The  work  was  carried  out  without 
any  further  action  being  taken. 

Hackney  Carriages  &  Omnibuses. 

50  Hackney  Carriages,  70  Omnibuses,  108  Drivers’  and  45  Con¬ 
ductors’  Licenses  were  issued.  No  complaints  were  received  during 
the  year.  The  Birmingham  &  Midland  Omnibus  Company,  Ltd.  have 
altered  and  widened  their  services,  which  has  proved  a  boon  to  the 
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inhabitants  of  your  district,  more  especially  in  the  parishes  of  Yoxall, 
King’s  Bromley  and  Alrewas.  A  Carriage  Stand  has  been  erected 
near  to  Brereton  Collieries  so  as  to  remove  the  Hackney  Carriages 
from  the  narrow  highway.  This  will  be  a  boon  to  the  users  of  the 
road  at  this  point. 

Knackers’  Yards. 

The  Knackers’  Yards  at  Love  Lane,  Brereton,  and  Dunstall 
Cottages,  Fradley,  have  been  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  and,  at 
the  time  of  inspection  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

No  complaints  were  received  as  to  these  premises,  therefore 
Licenses  were  renewed  again. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

6  New  Licenses  and  41  Renewals  were  granted  during  the  year. 
A  large  number  of  tanks  and  wayside  pumps  are  now  in  use.  These 
are  better  and  free  from  the  dangers  connected  with  the  old  store¬ 
houses.

Notifiable  Diseases  during1  the  year 

-A.GKE2  PERIODS. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Although  Smallpox  has  approached  close  to  the 
borders  of  the  Rural  District  no  case  has  occurred  within. 

The  chief  Infectious  diseases  reported  during  the  year 
are  given  in  the  Table  opposite.  In  addition  9  cases  of 
Mumps  were  reported  (an  incomplete  return,  as  notification 
is  voluntary). 

For  many  years  Diphtheria  has  played  a  prominent 
part,  although  in  recent  years  the  decline  on  the  whole  has 
been  marked.  During  the  5  years  under  review  228  cases 
were  notified,  but  this  number  has  been  reached  partly  as 
a  result  of  the  freedom  with  which  bacteriological  methods 
of  diagnosis  have  been  utilized.  For  example  in  1924  of 
the  100  cases  notified  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
by  clinical  methods  only,  probably  not  much  more  than  a 
quarter  of  these  would  have  been  recognised.  The 
prevalence  of  the  disease  has  been  the  cause  of  numerous 
investigations,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  Bacteriologist  and  Schools  Medical  Officers,  but 
no  very  definite  conclusion  as  to  the  origin  has  been  arrived 
at.  The  persistence  with  which  a  particular  area  has  been 
attacked  was  probably  due  to  a  number  of  unrecognised 
carriers.  I  still  consider  that  the  susceptibility  of  the 
children  was  increased  by  the  number  of  enlarged  or  septic 
tonsils  and  adenoids.  There  has  certainly  been  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  number  of  cases  recorded  since  the  Schools 
Medical  Officers  have  instituted  clinics  for  dealing  with 
these  cases.  The  majority  of  the  diphtheria  cases  are  of  a 
mild  type,  with,  however,  some  very  severe  ones  occasion¬ 
ally.  Of  the  228  reported  during  the  last  5  years  8  proved 
fatal,  and  92  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  and  has  been  extensively  used. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Although  still  prevalent  this  disease 
also  diminished  during  recent  years,  the  total  number  of 
cases  for  the  past  5  years  being-  411,  of  which  only  2  proved 
fatal,  the  greater  part  being  of  a  mild  variety.  246  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Return  cases  are  very 
rare. 

Enteric  Fever.  In  1921  an  epidemic  occurred  in  which 
18  cases  were  notified.  As  a  result  of  investigation  it  was 
found  that  all  the  patients  had  partaken  of  ice  cream  from 
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one  particular  vendor,  and  the  cutting  off  the  supply  of  ice 
cream  caused  an  immediate  cessation  of  the  number  of 
cases  reported.  All  the  patients  did  well  ’and  4  were 
removed  to  Isolation  Hospital.  Since  then  the  District 
has  been  free.  This  subject  is  referred  to  at  greater  length 
in  the  1921  Report. 

Puerperal  Fever.  These  have  increased  since  1920, 
the  maximum  number  being  reached  in  1925  with  a  total 
of  13  cases,  when  unfortunately  the  virulence  also  increased. 
The  number  reported  in  the  5  years  was  36,  of  which  9 
were  removed  to  Hospitals  and  3  died — all  of  the  deaths 
occurring  in  1925. 

In  connection  with  these  cases  the  work  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  Health  Visitor  (Miss  Stoodley)  has  proved 
invaluable  and  has  earned  the  hearty  appreciation  of  the 
medical  men  in  attendance. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  6  cases  were  reported  in 
1925,  making  a  total  of  36  for  the  5  years,  of  which  34 
were  treated  at  home  and  2  in  Hospital.  It  is  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  state  that  all  recovered  without  any  defect  of 
vision.  Here  again  the  services  of  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  have  been  of  the  utmost  value,  and  it  may 
be  safely  stated  that  the  excellent  results  obtained  have 
been  due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  indefatigable  attention 
she  gave  to  each. 

Encephalitis  Letharg’ica.  Only  a  few  isolated  cases 
were  notified  during  the  5  years  under  review. 

Pneumonia.  Only  18  cases  were  notified  in  1925,  the 
total  for  the  5  years  being  77,  while  the  deaths  reported 
during  the  same  quinquennial  period  were  100. 

Malaria.  None  reported. 

Dysentery.  Only  4  notified,  all  of  which  occurred  in  a 
Public  Institution. 

Tuberculosis.  Notifications  of  34  Pulmonary  and  7 
Non-Pulmonary  were  received  during  1925,  making  a  total 
for  the  5  years  of  167  Pulmonary  and  38  Non-Pulmonary, 
the  deaths  for  1925  being  18  Pulmonary  and  6  Non-Pul¬ 
monary,  or  for  the  5  years  101  Pulmonary  and  25  Non- 
Pulmonary.  As  regards  both  the  notifications  received 
and  the  number  of  deaths  recorded  very  little  variation  is 
apparent  in  the  respective  years.  Having  received  a 
communication  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  pointing 
out  that  the  number  of  Notifications  received  was  unsatis¬ 
factory,  a  copy  of  the  letter  was  forwarded  to  each  Medical 
Practitioner  in  the  District. 
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For  information  concerning-  infectious  diseases  which 
have  occurred,  other  than  those  referred  to  above,  I  am 
dependent  chiefly  on  the  Lists  furnished  by  the  Head 
Teachers.  These  show  that  Measles,  Chicken  Pox, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Mumps  have  been  always  more  or 
less  prevalent  in  some  parts  of  the  district. 


Control  of  Infectious  Cases,  On  receipt  of  a  noti¬ 
fication  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visits  the  house  and 
investigates  the  case  as  to  origin,  movements  of  the  patient, 
sanitary  condition  of  the  house,  etc.  If  home  accommoda¬ 
tion  permits  of  efficient  isolation  printed  instructions  are 
given  to  those  in  charge,  and  disinfectants  supplied  free,  a 
post  card  being  left  to  be  signed  by  the  Medical  Attendant 
when  the  patient  is  free  from  infection,  when  the  house  is 
disinfected  by  fumigation  and  spraying,  If  the  patient  is 
removed  to  Hospital,  the  house  is  disinfected  and  contacts, 
if  scholars,  excluded  from  school  until  the  maximum  period 
of  incubation  has  passed.  Diphtheria  patients  are  not 
considered  free  from  infection  until  2  consecutive  negative 
swabs  have  been  obtained  from  the  nose  and  throat. 

The  Rural  District  Council  has  an  arrangement  with 
the  County  Laboratory  whereby  pathological  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations  are  made  free  of  cost,  while  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin  and  other  serums  and  vaccines  are  supplied 
gratis  by  the  Rural  District  Council  on  application  by  the 
Medical  Practitioner  concerned.  These  facilities  have  been 
extensively  used  as  far  as  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin,  examina¬ 
tion  of  swabs  for  the  detection  of  Diphtheria,  and  sputum 
for  tubercle  baccilli  are  concerned,  and  occasionally  for 
other  purposes,  e.g.  Widals  test  and  vaccines  for  Puerperal 
Fever. 

The  Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  not  been  used,  and 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  secure  artificial  immunization.

LICHFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT  SEWAGE  OUTFALL 

WORKS,  1925. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  upon  the  condition  of 
the  several  sewage  outfalls  within  the  area  of  the  Lichfield  Rural 
District  as  follows  : — 

WHITTINGTON.  The  works  comprising  the  Improvement 
Scheme,  which  was  completed  towards  the  end  of  July,  1924,  are 
giving  every  satisfaction.  The  effluent  discharging  to  the  water¬ 
course  continues  to  be  one  of  a  high  standard  of  purity. 

CHASETOWN.  The  Improvement  Works  which  were  instituted 
at  this  outfall  in  1924  were  continued  during  the  year  under  review, 
and  included  the  construction  of  a  percolating  filter,  effluent  drain 
and  humus  tank,  these  additions  were  completed  at  the  end  of  June, 
1925.  It  was  the  Council’s  intention  to  complete  the  improvement 
scheme  at  these  Works  by  adding  a  second  filter  and  enlarging  the 
tankage  accommodation  during  1926,  and  by  adding  a  third  filter 
and  re-laying  the  outfall  sewer  in  Gas  Works  Lane  (so  as  to  provide 
this  sewer  with  a  clear  invert)  during  the  year  1927.  The  Council 
have,  however,  recently  reviewed  the  situation,  and  feel  that  to  carry 
on  the  improvement  works  to  the  aforementioned  programme  will 
impose  too  great  a  burden  upon  the  Parish  of  Burntwood,  especially 
having  regard  to  the  fact  that  it  is  desirable  that  a  similar  improve¬ 
ment  scheme  should  be  instituted  at  the  Chase  Terrace  outfall.  I 
therefore  refer  to  this  subject  in  the  next  paragraph. 

CHASE  TERRACE.  The  land  filtration  beds  at  these  Works 
are  obviously  showing  signs  of  deterioration  as  a  medium  for  sewage 
purification.  In  conjunction  with  the  situation  at  Chasetown  the 
Council  have  recently  considered  my  report  which  recommends  an 
application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  Ministry’s  approval  and 
loan,  whereby  the  Council  might  be  enabled  to  complete  the  whole 
of  the  required  works  at  Chasetown  and  Chase  Terrace  during  the 
current  year.  The  Council  have  referred  such  proposals  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Burntwood  Parish  Council  and  the  Parish  Council 
recommend  the  adoption  of  such  proposals.  I  therefore  anticipate 
that  the  Rural  District  Council  will  furnish  me  with  instructions  to 
prepare  the  necessary  details  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  with  a  view  to  the  proposed  Improvement  Works  being 
carried  to  a  completion  during  the  current  year,  and  cost  defrayed 
by  loan  over  a  period  of  30  years. 

BURNTWOOD,  WATLING  STREET,  ARMITAGE,  LITTLE 
ASTON  and  STREETHAY.  The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  these 
respective  outfalls,  which  are  designed  on  the  percolating  filtration 
system,  continue  to  provide  a  satisfactory  effluent. 

SHENSTONE,  STONNALL  and  LYNN.  These  three  outfall 
works,  which  include  the  land  filtration  system,  continue  to  give 
satisfactory  results. 
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TRIANGLE.  At  this  outfall  where,  owing-  to  the  shallow  depth  of 
percolating  filter,  certain  difficulties  have  recently  been  experienced, 
an  experiment  is  being  persevered  with  whereby  it  is  hoped  that  the 
filtration  difficulties  will  be  overcome. 

KING’S  BROMLEY,  YOXALL,  ALREWAS,  COLTON  and 
HAMSTALL  RIDWARE.  At  these  respective  outfalls  which,  in 
each  case,  occupy  very  isolated  positions,  the  respective  small  settle¬ 
ment  tanks  receive  constant  attention  and  the  discharge  channels  to 
the  respective  streams  are  periodically  cleansed.  It  may  be 
considered  that  these  outfall  works  are  sufficient  for  the  present 
needs  of  the  districts  for  which  they  provide. 

PARISH  OF  BRERETON.  At  Hazel  Slade  it  is  hoped  to  renew 
the  filtering  media  in  the  second  of  the  two  percolating  filters  on  this 
site.  In  the  village  of  Brereton  where  there  are  at  present  two  main 
outfalls  (one  in  each  of  the  two  watersheds),  the  Council  have 
recently  considered  my  report  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  main 
sewer  in  the  southern  watershed,  the  forcing  of  the  sewage  into  the 
outfall  sewer  in  the  northern  watershed  ;  together  with  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  outfall  works  on  the  percolating  system  in  the 
northern  watershed,  and  the  consequent  abolition  of  the  existing 
sewage  outfall  in  the  southern  watershed.  The  Council  have 
referred  such  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Brereton  Parish 
Council,  whose  recommendations  are  now  awaited.

SUPERINTENDENT  HEALTH  VISITOR’S  REPORT 

ON 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

1  925. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Work  during  the  past  5  years  has  shown  a 
very  great  improvement.  A  very  large  percentage  of  young  mothers 
are  now  attending  the  various  Centres,  some  of  them  are  very  keen, 
intelligent  and  quick  in  carrying  out  the  advice  which  is  given  them. 
The  present  economic  condition  in  the  mining  area  has  had  an 
adverse  effect  on  our  Nursing  Mothers,  many  are  anxious  to  breast 
feed,  but  have  failed  at  the  end  of  a  month  owing  to  insufficiency  of 
food,  housing  difficulties  and  low  wages. 

Our  Work  is  hindered  by  the  absence  of  near  Hospital  accomo¬ 
dation  for  minor  operations,  as  so  many  mothers  cannot  manage  the 
distance  and  the  expense  of  travelling  to  some  of  our  nearest 
Hospitals. 

PUERPERAL  SEPTICAEMIA.  Since  1920  Report  there  has 
been  36  of  Puerperal  Septicaemia,  27  wrere  nursed  at  home,  9  sent  to 
Hospital.  Most  of  the  cases  were  of  a  severe  type  and  had  to  be 
constantly  visited  during  the  critical  period,  this,  added  to  the  Health 
Visiting  and  smallness  of  staff,  made  the  work  very  strenuous. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.  There  have  been  36  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified.  Two  sent  to  Hospital,  34  nursed  at 
home,  and  all  recovered  without  any  defect  of  vision.

Rugeley  Hospital  Saturday  Carnival.  The  Welfare  Work 
was  represented  by  a  Tableau  on  a  decorated  dray,  consisting  of 
three  compartments — Dr’s  Room,  Waiting  Room  and  Weighing 
Room — demonstrated  by  children  how  the  Clinic  work  is  carried  out. 
It  was  much  admired  and  carried  off  1st  prize  of  £\  Is.  0d.,  which 
was  given  back  to  the  Hospital  Fund.  This  Tableau  was  also  shown 
at  Alrewas  and  again  took  1st  prize. 

At  each  of  the  Centre  Xmas  parties  a  Sketch  portraying  the 
difficulties  of  a  Young  Mother  was  given  by  the  children  of  Chase- 
town  Mothers  also  as  an  educational  means  of  illustrating  the 
importance  of  Welfare  Work.

as  the  child  only  weighed  2J^  lbs.  at  birth. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Mother,  who  faithfully  carried  out  the 
instructions  given  to  her  almost  daily  by  one  of  the  Staff.
